MIXING THE SAND AND CLAY. 


successive cultivation of th e soil, anti 
if this soil is used in the construction 
of a road it is known us “top soil road.' 
There a re many varieties of clay and 
consequently a wide variation in the 
cha ra cteristics 
of 
a 
sand-clay 
road 
T h e quality of the sand is a variable 
factor, as it may range all the way 
from tine, dust-like particles to coarse 
grains and gravel and may be perfect 
ly clean or mixed with loam and othei 
material. In consequence o f these wide 
differences in the m a teria ls constitut­ 
ing sand-clay roads it is impossible to 
maintain 
a uniform standard 
as to 
quality of the road or methods of con 
struction. 
Not all hut most sand consists ot 
tiny gra ins of quartz. 
W hile quartz 
Is one of the hardest minerals known. 
It possesses practically no binding oi 
cementing power. 
T h e grains o f sand, 
instead of cohering in a tough mass 
under the im pa ct of traffic and the ac- j 
tion of water, remain loose and sh ift­ 
ing. 
Fin e sand when dry is easily 
displaced 
by 
the 
wind, 
which 
pro 
duces in this way the ever shifting 
sand hills. 
No road Is so difficult to 
travel a s one through fine sand. 
If clay 
has been carried in small 
quantities by running w a ter and de j 
posited as sediment it is known as j 
“sedimentary cla y.” 
If the feldspathic 
rock has been disintegrated lu place by 
water the cla y is known as “residual 
cla y.” 
T h e sedimentary clay, having 
been carried in the form of fine par 
tides, is finer grained tha n the residual 
clay a nd is more sticky and plastic, 
lu contra st with sand, which possesses 
no binding power, but is very hard, 
clay is a powerful binder, but does not 
possess the quality of hardness. 
It is I 
evident that in the construction of a 
sand-clay road the im porta nt property j 
in the clay is its plasticity or tendency 
to 
become sticky and 
elastic 
when 
mixed with water. 
The clays w h ich . 
a re 
most 
plastic 
a re 
called 
“ball 
cla ys.” 
Another 
im porta nt 
property 
which is possessed by cla ys in widely 
varying degrees is the porosity' or ca 
parity for rapid absorption of water 
Clays which possess this quality in 
the highest degree fall to pieces u n d e i! 
the 
action 
o f 
water. 
These 
clays^ 
ar,e called “slaking cla ys.” It will read 
ily be seen th a t the plastic or ball clay* 
will form a better and more powerful 
binder for sand-clay roads than will 
the slaking cla ys; but, on the other 
hand, they will be much more difficult 
to mix, as they disintegra te with fat 
less rapidity. 
The shrinkage of clay is an im; - 
taut cha ra cteristic in connection w s 
the building of roads. When w a ter i- 
mixed with clay expansion results, and 
when the w a ter evaporates the clay 
contracts. 
Th is cha ra cteristic of ex 
pnnslon is much more pronounced In 
some clays than in others, and it mu 
be apparent that the cla ys w 1 ;eh ex 
pand the ¡east are preferable 
n* roab 
building. 
The theory of the sand-clay road is 
very sim ila r to the theory of the ma c 
odam mad. 
Tn the la tter rock dust 
and screenings fill the voids between 
the angular fragments o f stone and 
when wet serve a s a cement or binder. 
The gra ins of sand may he likened to 
the ongnlnr fragments of stone and 
clay to the rock dust binder. 
In the 
most successful sand-clay road just h 
sufficient amount of clay Is use d to fill 
the voids be twe e n the gra ins 
of sand. |

If too much sand is used Hre 
j result wi'l be loose sand on the aur 
| face; if too much clay is used the sur 
I face of the road will become sticky 
i a fter rains. 
The L»st mixture of sand and clay 
j can be m a de when the ma teria ls are 
wet, nn-3 particularly is this true of 
the plastic or ball clays. 
If the clay is a plastic or ball clay 
much grea ter effort will be necessary 
to obtain a complete m ixture; if it is 
a slaking clay the m ixture will 
be 
much 
more 
readily 
obtained. 
This 
kind of clay is not a s sa tisfa ctory, 
however, a s the ball clay, a s its biud- 
| lng powers are much less. 
In select­ 
ing clay for road purposes it is always 
best to select the stickiest clay avail 
able. 
A common test is to wet the 
thumb and place it a ga inst a piece of 
clay. 
If the clay will not stick to the 
thumb it is sa fe to assum e tha t it will 
be a poor binder in a sand-clay road. 
As the desirable proportions of sand 
and clay a re such tha t the particles of 
clay barely till the voids between the 
grains of sand, it is well in determ in­ 
ing the qua ntity of clay to be applied 
to a sand road or sand to be applied to 
a clay 
road to know approximately 
how much is needed. 
A simple method 
for determining the rela tive quantity 
is to take two glasses of the sa m e size 
and fill one with dry sa nd which it is 
proposed to use and the other with w a ­ 
ter. 
T h e w a ter should then be poured 
ca refully in the glass of sand and a l­ 
lowed to trickle down through the sand 
until it rea ches the bottom of the gla ss 
When the w a ter has been poured into 
the glass of sand to the point of over­ 
flowing we may assume tha t the voids 
between the grains of sand have been 
filled, and consequently the amount of 
water taken from the full glass would 
represent the volume of clay needed to 
fill the voids in a volume of sand equal 
to th a t in the other glass. 
It is better 
to use a little less clay than would ap 
pear to be necessary, a s the tendency 
is to overestim a te the a m ount needed. 
Good dra ina ge is the most essential 
fea ture of the sand-clay road ju st as it 
is of all other types o f road. 
A sandy 
or gravelly soil affords better natural 
drainage, and if the sand is present to 
an exceptional exten t the only provi­ 
sion necessary for dra ina ge will be to 
crown the surfa ce of the road in the 
sa m e m a nner as prescribed for earth, 
gravel or m acadam roads. 
If the road 
is located through land tha t is so low 
as to be continually wet it will be nec­ 
essary in addition to crowning the road 
to provide wide ditches on each side 
and to ra ise the roadbed a little higher 
than the surrounding country. 
After proper drainage has been se 
cured the roadbed should be crowned, 
beginning near the source of supply of j 
the clay or sand. 
T h e clay should 
then be spread to a depth of from six 
to eight inches in the center, sloping 
off gradually to a thin layer at the 
sides. 
Upon the clay should be placed j 
a thin covering of sand. 
If the clay 
is of the plastic kind it will then Iky 
necessary to plow and harrow it, nd 
vantage being taken of rains to puddle 
the su rfa ce with a disk harrow. 
Sand 
should he gradually added until the 
surfa ce of the road cea ses to ball and 
cake. 
If the cla y is placed on sand to a 
depth of six inches a cubic yard of 
clay will cover fifty-four lineal feet; 
consequently a sixteen foot road trea t­ 
ed in this manner would require one 
cubic yard of clay for each three feet 
of length. 
A 
mile of sixteen 
foot 
road 
would 
therefore 
require 
1.7«Hj 
cubic yards of clay. 
If the cla y subsoil is to be treated 
with sand it should be plowed and 
harrowed to a depth of about four 
inches. 
On this prepared subsurfa ce 
should be placed from six to eight 
inches of clean sand, spread thickest 
at the center and sloping to the sides 
in much the sa m e m a nner as the clay 
is applied to a sand road. 
These ma 
teria ls should then be mixed dry in­ 
stead of the wet mixing, 
which is 
preferable 
when* clay 
is applied 
to 
sand. 
T h is is prefera ble because the 
clay can be better pulverized when in 
a dry sta te. 
After dry mixing the road 
should be puddled following the first 
heavy rain. 
When the materials are 
thoroughly mixed and puddled a road

A man may win the ra nk 
of mandarin of the ninth, or lowest 
rank, continuing the whilo 
a t 
his 
trade, sa y of 
mason or ca rpenter. 
Above th a t ra nk he may becom e a n 
official, but Is allowed only the sa la ry 
tha t he may earn a t his trade. 
As a m a tter of fa ct the ma nda rins 
generally enrich them selves from the 
fees which they exa ct from suitors, 
but in a ccorda nce w 1th the doctrine of 
the Em peror Kang-hi, th e mandarins 
a re supposed to m a ke the bringing of 
law’-suits a s uninviting 
a s 
possible. 
Kang-hi sa id; 
“It is well tha t all men should have 
a wholesome fea r of the tribunals. 
I 
desire tha t all having recourse to th e 
m a gistra tes may be trea ted m erciless­ 
ly, so th a t all may dread to a ppear be­ 
fore them. 
L e t all good citiz ens settle 
their disputes like brothers, subm it­ 
ting to th e a rbitra tion of the elder? 
and m a yors of the commune. 
I^et all 
obstina te suitors be crushed by the 
judges, for such is th eir desert.” 
When th e student ha s won th e sil­ 
ver button, th e m a rk of 
the 
ninth 
g ra ce of m andarins, he may perse­ 
vere and m a ke him self by hard study 
and ability, a mandarin of the first 
class. 
As he passes up the sca le his 
insignia a re as follows: 
Ninth and 
eighth cla sses of mandarin, a button 
of silver; seventh cla ss, a gold but­ 
ton; sixth cla ss, a hone button; fifth 
class, a crysta l button; fourth cla ss, 
a dark blue button; third cla ss, a light 
blue button; second cla ss, a light cora l 
button; first cla ss, a dark coral button. 
This button Is about the size of a 
pigeon’s egg and is worn on the top

It is the most easily 
propagated of any of our trees; all 
that is necessary is to get the roots 
covered with earth and it will grow. 
It will grow better without cultiva­ 
tion than any other of our valuable 
trees, which recommends it for plant­ 
ing s1eej> hillsides and rocky places 
that can not he cultivated. 
For the 
preceding 
reasons it would 
be the 
, most desirable tree to use in reclaim­ 
ing the rocky, deserted and washed 
fields of Indiana, if it were not for the 
fact 
that it is often 
killed 
by the 
; borer. 
It has been observed, however, that 
volunteer 
Locust 
trees 
that have 
sprung up along the roadside from 
trees that were brought to this coun­ 
try by our 
grandfathers 
are often 
free from the attack of the borers, 
while trees nearby that have been se­ 
cured from a nursery are badly a f­ 
fected. 
This is attributed to the fact that 
the parents of the volunteer locust 
have resisted the attack of the borers 
for so many years that their descend­ 
ants ¡ire practically immune to the 
borer, while the trees from the nurs- 
!ery, which are grown from seed im­ 
ported from Furope, have not yet be­ 
come “ acclimated.” 
j 
This is a significant fact and the 
| State Hoard ot Forestry has decided 
I to undereakt the experiment of grow­ 
ing a strain of Black Locust that will 
j he more or less immune to the borer. 
They expect to plant seed from at 
lea-t 100 young, thrifty trees that are 
free from the borer. 
From these seed, 
trees will he grown and from these 
trees, seed will again he selected from 
such trees as show a rapid and up-

Adv ices receiv ed at the state de­ 
partm ent and at the head quarters of 
the Red Cross here are that the con­ 
ditions in the rebel territory are most 
deplorable.
